Oncerning this Picture of 

Apelles, we muſt firſt con- 
{1der, that it exprefleth two ſe- 
veral kinds of lite, and two man- 
ners of living which are. among 
Men. 'T hat 1s to ſay, the one, 
of Abſtinence an Sobriety ; 
the other of Gourmandiſe,Glut- 
tony, and Drunkenneſs. The firſt 
is reputed neceſſary for all. Men; 
for, as we cannot live without 
eating and drinking , .confider- 
ing wearenot Angels, but Mor- 


tal 
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tal Men, even ſo as necdful 1s: 
it to govern ourlife by the rule 
of 'Sobriety. Therefore we 
ſhould all enter into the Houſe 
of Sobriety , without deſiring 
to paſs any further: for we 
live not to cat, but eat to live. 
And becauſe taſting is one of 
the ſences, which we have moſt - 
in common- with other Crea- 
tures, 1tis very requiſite, that 
Man ſhould moderate and tem- 
per the ſame,both by Abſtinence 
and. Sobriety, as alſo reaſon 
which 1s = given him; if he 
will not ſhew himſelf to be a 
beaſt, but that which 1s more. 
than a beaſt. For this cauſe, Apel- 
kes figured the dwelling of S$9- 
briety , without the Garden or 
Orchard, to let us underſtand 
thereby, that weare not co paſs

= further to venture on cx- 
cels; buttoreſt contented with 
receiying our refection honeſtly, 
for ſatisfying the neceſſities of 
Nature. In like manner, he 
ave no other abiding to Jo- 
zety than Tents 3 avilions, 
and Tabernacles, to ſignihe, that 
we ſhould make no long Sitrin 
at the Table, no moret an Pa 
tengers do in their Inns; who 
Enter not to remain there al- 
waiesz but only to content na- 
ture, and then to paſs on upon 
their Journey.

Some knew how to give a 
Mean to their deſires, and took 
not ſo much Meat and Wine as 
ſhould trouble their underſtand- 
ings: but could well return to 
their ordinary buſineſſes and uſe 
Reaſon inall things. Now, there 
were others that knew not any 
Mean or Meaſure, neither had 
regard to Time or Place; but 
would nceds venture further , 
and fell into fuch extremity of 
folly, as they loſt their ſenſes, 
underſtanding and memory. So 
that thereby they became brute 
beaſts, and could no way retire 
from 
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from this diſorderly battel; till 
diſeaſes, poverty , and neceſſity 
admoniſhed them of their duty. 
For they are the laſt Com- 
anions of Drunkenneſs and 

/ayes of all Carowſers, that do 
her the greateſt Honour. 

By Handmaids or Waiting- 
Women to Drunkenneſs, I 
underſtand thoſe ſeveral vices, 
as their apt Names do ſignify ; 
and they are the meeteſt for her 
Company. And by the Drinks, 
which ſhe gave to her. Quaffers, 
he meaneth the venom and poy- 
{on of voliptuous exceſs, which 
maketh ſuch a Tranſport of 
mens Underſtandings, that they 
grow like unto' brute beaſt, ac- 
cording as they take leſs or 
more , and according to the 
completions they are of; re- 
preſenting 
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"agg even thoſe very 
$, whoſe Nature and Man- 
ners they cone neareſt unto ; and 
refuſing all friendly counſell and 
advice, do delight more in ſuch 
barbarous and uncivil courſes, 
than any other manners that

But too many that cry.out with 
Ariſtotele, Lite 1s ſhort, but Art 
is long. We find many bemoan- 
ing their condition with fighs 
and tears, and fuch diſmal ex- 
preſſions as theſe: Nature 1s 
more bountiful to the; very 
beaſts and ſavages then to Man: 
They can live for five or. ten 
Ages; but as for Man (who 1s 
born to greater and nobler ends) 
is not lowed half their time; 
though he' entreats- and ſtrives 


never ſo yehemently. - But ta 


theſe Perſons, we may hnd, d2- 
neca does give a ſevere Repri- 
mand, How comes. it - to þ owe 
tnat 
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that we looſe and ſquander away 
ſo much of our time, if we 
complain, we have not Enough? 
When we can ſpend whole 
Days and Months, and Years 
in doing Evil, or elſe indoing 
nothing, or in doing things be- 
ſides our real buſineſs. Infinite 
are the hours which we beſtow 
upon O— and ſervile At- ' 
tendances , in Hopes and Fears; 
Love and Revenge; Balls and 
Entertainment, Ambition:Couſt 
flatteries; Rambling voyages 
Impertinent Studies and Unac- 
| countable Amours. Life is lon 
enough, and the t me lid 
us, 1f it were well employ'd, - 
were abundantly enough to 
anſwer all the Ends. and Pur- 
poſes of Mankind. But we ne- 


yer remember our End, nor ſeek 
the 
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the means and fo it comes to 
paſs, that when Death makes a 
vilit to us, we are damped and 
dejected in our Spirits, and are 
extremly loth to depart. In a 
word, we live as if we were 
never to die, without any Re- 
fle&tion upon our Lives, which 
may be taken from us in a Mo- 
ments time. For would we lv, 
as if we werealways 1n expeCta- 
tion of Death, and ſet our Ac- 
compts right , every GY that 
paſſes over our Heads; Would 
we , I fay, ſeriouſly conſider, 
and put 1n practice *Pythagoras 
his excellent Advice to his Dil- 
ciples.
